Text can be entered line by line or a paragraph at a time. The program will go through the 
text ending lines at preset lengths. There is an edit function that allows the operator to 

edit in any way on each line. The program can allow you to shift a line position one space 
ata time, left or right and you may center any line. It also has a tab feature for indentation 
or column text. Text can be saved on tape for future use or repetitive use, like DUN letters. 
Of course there is also an output toa line printer of the text on the operator's command. 


M.L. NIT-PICK - ‘ 
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This program was designed for the student of microprocessor operation and program design. 
You may look at blocks of memory, load HEX code from the key board, see the results of 


your program run register by register and flag by flag. The program also converts HEX code 
to decimal and vice versa. 
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This program was designed for the small business, a department in a large business, or for the 
budget-minded homemaker. 


Prior to using the program, the user sets up accounts with numbers for identification (IE. 

MDS. for resale=1 Auto=2 insurance =5). The user may also set up a vendor list in a like 
manner as above. The expenditures are then taken from a checkbook and/or cash receipts 
and transferred via the account and vendor numbers, amount and check or receipt number. 
The computer then catagorizes by account number and talleys these accounts for the book- 
keeping period in question. It then talleys this period's expenses with the grand total from 
last period's expenses and generates a total for each expense to date and a grand total for 

this period, to last period, and to date. You may then get a file print out of the expenses 

as you entered them, a catagorized file of this period, to last period and to date. The program 
also houses a file for accounts receivable or accounts received. This totalizes after the entrys 
non-taxable expenses, sales tax, and total due or payed. The program was designed with an 
eye on the *Dome record keeping system for smal! business. 


*Dome is a registered trademark. 
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This program was designed to work with the E-Z Bookkeeping program, but can be used by 
itself with no problems. The program becomes your check register and can keep up to 200 
checks in a single file. The checksare numbered automatically and each check can be cata- 
gorized with an account number and vendor number, eliminating the need to type in the above 
information for each check. Regularly payed expenses like Gas Co., rent, credit card, can 
have a number. When the number is entered at the appropriate time, the name corresponding to 
that number is typed for you. These names and account titles are carried from one tape file 

to the next and only have to be entered once ina lifetime. The accounts and vendors may 
also be changed at any time the user wishes. The file is set up in the following format:

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BUSINESS FORECASTING
